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DOLGARUKI 


Cincinnati is a sleepy village in the western part of Washington 
County, just a few miles from the Oklahoma line. In its heyday it was 
the cultural and trade center of that section. The principal of the 
Cincinnati Academy and one of the community's leaders was Professor 
Welch, brother of Fayetteville's prominent early-day physician, Among 
other accomplishments he was a musician of considerable ability. Old- 
timers recalled his concert appearances in Fayetteville and the tri- 
umph of the Cincinnati band in competition at Muskogee and elsewhere, 


One day, some three score years ago, there walked into Cincinnati, a 
man who was to draw the attention of newspapers in New York, Philadel- 
phia and Chicago to the little Washington County hamlet. His name was 
Dolgaruki, 


He was quite evidently a foreigner and his courtly manners, linguis- 
tic ability, and musical talent, stamped him as a man _ who had been 
of some importance in his native land. He showed a desire to be left 
alone and the Cincinnatians, in whom he caused much conjecture and 
tongue-wagging, respected his privacy. 


Gradually the newcomer fell into the even tenor of the community 
life. Professor Welch induced him to give music instruction and there 
are people living in Cincinnati and Fayetteville today who took piano 
lessons from Dolgaruki. He never shed his reserve and never mentioned 
his past, The fact that he knew the Russian language and had intimate 
knowledge of the Czar's court and his acquaintance with the capitals 
and celebrities of other European countries were revealed to _ the 
natives of Cincinnati by the children who came under Dolgaruki's in- 
struction, 


If he wanted a hide-away, the Russian could not have found a better 
spot than the little village of Cincinnati, off the beaten track and 
just a few miles from the Indian country. He never received any mail 
at Cincinnati although it is possible that on some of his long walks 
he may have gone to neighboring towns to call for mail. 


The denouement of the Dolgaruki mystery was the result of the Russ- 
ian's piano artistry. He was playing a Rubenstein number one day when 
Professor Welch entered and complimented him highly on the excellent 
rendition. "I ought to know how to play Rubenstein", said Dolgaruki, 
"for I studied the piano under him," 


In a sudden burst of confidence he revealed that he had been educa- 
ted by the tutors of the Russian royal court, He revealed other bits 
of information from which Professor Welch concluded that the Cincinna- 
ti mystery man was none other than the son of the Russian Czar by a 
morganatic marriage, Sent to Siberia in a pols ta eat upheaval, he had 
escaped and made his way to Americ@piVERSIITY OF ARKAN 
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Professor Welch was then arranging for the appearance of a group of 
Cincinnati musicians at a concert in Fayetteville. He asked Dolgaruki 
to play the Rubenstein number at the concert. Dolgaruki consented, 
Later when the printed program appeared and he discovered that he did 
not have the place of honor on the program, he refused to play. A last 
minute change was made and Dolgaruki furnished the climax for one of 
the finest musical programs ever given in Fayetteville. 


An account of the concert with special emphasis on the performance 
of the Russian virtuoso Dolgaruki was sent to the Springficld, Mo., 
paper by its local correspondent and was copied by the newspapers in 
St. Louis and Chicago, Sometime later the story was reprinted in New 
York and Philadelphia papers, 


As a result of this publicity Dolgaruki became highly nervous and 
one day the village of Cincinnati awoke to discover that the mystery 
man had disappeared. A day or two after his disappearance reporters 
from northern and eastern papers began arriving in Cincinnati. They 
asked a thousand questions and revealed to the startled Cincinnatians 
that the man they had sheltered for two years was indeed a scion of 
the Russian royal house, 


The piano on which he played, the house in which he lived, and the 
people who knew him best were photographed and the pictures appeared 
in the nation's leading papers. Dolgaruki was gone. He never returned. 


"I ought to know about Dolgaruki," said the lady who told me the 
story. "I studied piano under him,"

Gus Sanders was Commander in 1954. Joint meetings held by local 
Legion Posts and Chambers of Commerce saved the Veterans Hospital at 
Fayetteville from the so-called @ onomy axe, The boys of the Junior 
Baseball team ( Legion-sponsored ) were sent to St. Louis to see the 
Cardinals play baseball, The Post not only cooperated with the Good- 
fellows to bring cheer to needy families at Christmas but fed one such 
family all winter. The Post voted $2,000 towards the building of a 
Springdale Recreation Park, 


This brief history of the Clarence E. Beeley Post, American Legion, 
of Springdale, Arkansas, has been brought to the present. The many 
smaller acts of Service done by this Post have not been included for 
fear such a list might tire the reader by its length. Enough such acts 
have been given, though, to show the Post a decided asset to Northwest 
Arkansas, The Legion year runs from midyear to midyear, a circumstance 
which sometimes makes it a bit difficult for the historian to pinpoint 
events. For a number of years now, the Clarence E. Beeley Post has had 
a lady adjutant in Eva Atwood, a nurse, who served with the A.E.F, in 
France in World War I.

Service with a Capital "S!"' 
A History of Clarence E. Beeley Post No. 139, American Legion 
By Thomas Rothrock 


The briefest possible history of the Clarence E. Beeley Post No.139, 
American Legion, Springdale, would be told by the word "Service"-- 
capital "5S", 


To begin at the beginning with a somewhat more detailed history, the 
World War I men of Springdale sent First National Bank's Fay Stafford 
to the first American Legion convention in St. Louis with instructions 
to get information toward organizing a Legion Post at Springdale, This 
was in the fall of 1920. 


In 1921 the Post was organized with 15 charter members, as follows: 
W. G. Ownbey, John L. Stafford, Harold E. Henson, J. Webb Powell, Harl 
Kennan, James E, Martin, Clarence A. Ballard, Willie T. Pugh, Allen D. 
Erwin, Percy W. Boone, Samuel Donohoe, Charles H. Hamby, Paul T.Glass, 
John D. Reid, Howard D, Ewalt. Col. W.G.Ownbey was chosen Commander. 
The Post was given the name of Clarence E. Beeley, a Springdale man 
who served with the Second Division in World War I, and who fell on an 
October day in 1918 when all was not quiet on the western front. 


Harold Henson was the 1922 Commander; Sam Moore in 1923; Sam Watkins 
in 1924; Harold Henson in 1925; Harold Henson in 1926, By now’ the 
program of Service for which the Post has been noted was beginning to 
take shape. Every month now some useful civic work was done. An exam- 
ple was the building of a hitchrack for the convenience of those who 
were still using wagon or buggy. 


Jack Van Ausdell was Commander in 1927, and again in 1928, The Post 
membership reached 65. There was created an emergency squad to be im- 
mediately called forth in times of need, A plot just across the street 
from the city park was leased for a place upon which to erect a Hut. 
In July 1928, Col.W.G.Ownbey, the Post's first Commander, died. 


John Downum was the Commander in 1929; U.A.Lovell in 1930; P.W.Boone 
in 1931; John Downum in 1932. B.W."Bab" Brooks was Commander in 1933. 
Due to the Great Depression the Springdale schools were in financial 
difficulties and were forced to charge tuition. The Post paid the tui- 
tion of 16 young students who were unable to pay their own tuition. 
This year plans began to jell for the building of the Post hut. 


"Bab" Brooks was again Commander in 1934. The membership was 76. 
With Federal aid an attractive Hut of native stone was built, Wilbur 
Adkinson was Commander in 1935; Memo Morsani in 1936; U. A. Lovell in 
1937. The latter year the membership reached a record 118, 


Dudley Hunt was Commander in 1938; H. C. Dierich in 1939, The latter 
year the Post's own "Bab! Brooks was elected State Commander ofthe 
Legion and the Post reached a total of 177 members. D.A.Hairston was 
Commander in 1940, At the Post's annual Christmas party there were 225 
underprivileged children in attendance, Christmas cheer was taken to 
23 needy familics, too. 


Dr. L. A. Smith was Commander in 1941. The Post sponsored the annual 
drive for food for the Arkansas Crippled Children's Home, Every Post 
and Auxiliary member came to the aid of a buddy who lost all worldly 
possessions by fire. 


B.B.Brogdon was Commander in 1942. The Post collected 825 pounds of 
precious scrap aluminum, It also purchased Defense Bonds. The Post's 
own Harold Henson re-entered the Army as a Major. Noah M. Woolsey was 
Commander in 1943. The Post collected 1,500 phonograph records for our 
Armed Forces, cooperated in War Bond sales campaigns, collected scrap 
metals, The Post's own H.C.Dierich was elected District Commander. 


J.W.B.Work was Commander in 1944, The Post's H.C.Dierich was pre- 
sented the Silver Beaver, one of Scouting's highest awards, for his 
work as Scoutmaster, The Post put its weight behind the GI Bill of 
Rights for World War II veterans, 


H,C.Dierich was Commander in 1945, Two Post members suffered family 
losses in World War II. The Post and its friends donated 200 bushels 
of food to the Arkansas Crippled Children's Home, with transportation, 
as always, furnished free by the Jones Truck Lines, The membership in 
1945 was 150. 


Kirby Beller was Commander in 1946, The Legion's Silver Cup was pre- 
sented to the Post's Service Officer, U. A. Lovell, for meritorious 
service. Springdale's first annual Rodeo of the Vzarks, sponsored by 
the Post, assisted by the Chamber of Commerce and owners of Farmers! 
Livestock Barn, was held, All possible help was rendered to World War 
II veterans and families in regard to housing and employment... Member- 
ship this year was 325. Young blood added to the old! 


Espen Walters was Commander in 1947, As customary, the Post sent 
boys and girls to the annual Boys! and Girls! States at Little Rock, 
The Post contributed $1,300 to the. Springdale Benevolent Association, 
Wayne Allen was Commander in 1948. At the annual awards assembly at 
Springdale High School, the American Legion awards for the outstanding 
boy and girl af the senior class went to Glenn Parsons and Carol Clark. 
A committee, with Ray Wilmoth as chairman, completely remodeled the 
Springdale High School athletic field, 


Wayne Allen was Commander in 1949, The Post, with the Springdale 
Benevolent Association, put on the annual Rodeo of the Ozarks with 
more talent and prize money than ever before, Younger post members 
made a record for blood donations, Bob Fisher was Commander in 1950. 
The Post voted to let the city school system use the Post Hut free for 
the coming year to help with the overflow of school children, The mem- 
bership of the Post in 1950 was 389. 


Vol Lester was Commander in 1951. Five boys were sent by the Post to 
Boys! State; two girls to Girls! State. The Post's Wayne Allen was 
elected First District Commander, Bill Gutensohn was Post Commander in 
1952. The Post's own U.A.Lovell was elected First Vice-Commander of 
the Arkansas Department, American Legion, The Post furnished a room in 
the Springdale Memorial Hospital at a cost of $600, and also gave $80 
to the Child Welfare Fund. Ray (Burley) Wilmoth was Commander in 1953. 
The Post's U, A. Lovell was appointed to the National Committee of 
Graves Registration and Memorials,

Legal Voters of Washington County in 1868 


by W. J. Lemke 


We present herewith the "Register of Legal Voters of Washington 
County" for 1868. The list was filed in the office of the Secretary 
of State on Nov. 16, 1868, and is now in the archives of the Arkansas 
History Commission. The list was prepared by the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court, George W. M. Reed, an ex-officer in the Federal army. 


According to this "Register", there were only 911 "legal voters" in 
Washington County in 1868. Yet Washington County cast 1,693 votes in 
the election of that year when the question of ratification of the 
Constitution of 1868 was voted on, The record shows that Washington 
County voted against ratification, 1,124 to 569. The same record 
shows that there were 2,167 registered voters in Washington County at 
that time. 


So, we have here another one of those mysteries that make history 
such a fascinating hobby -- How could 1,693 persons vote in 1868 when 
the Circuit Clerk's official register lists only 911 legal voters? 


Ted R.Worley, director of the Arkansas History Commission, suggests 
that there may have been other registration books besides the list 
reported to the Secretary of State. This does not seem likely, since 
Circuit Clerk Reed certifies his list as "complete." Also, the list 
covers the county pretty well, although there are few "legal voters" 
listed for the western part of the county -- Cane Hill, Evansville, 
Morrow, Prairie Grove, Cincinnati. These were Confederate strong- 
holds and contained many "unreconstructed" citizens. A casual examin- 
ation of the accompanying list will show the absence of names of the 
Walker and Wilson families in Fayetteville, the Carnahans, Rheas, 
Shannons, Holcombs, Dukes, Boones, Gunters, Thomasons, Stirmans, and 
many others, 


Mr, Worley writes: "Washington County's vote on question of ratifi- 
cation of the Constitution of 1868 (p. 807 of Debates and Proceedings 
of the Convention...1868: Little Rock, 1868): For Constitution 569; 
against Constitution 1124; total vote 1693; total registered voters 
2167. The above election result is certified by Alvan C, Gillen, 
Prevt Major Gen., USA, commanding Fourth Military District, It is 
dated Headquarters, Vicksburg, Ifiss., April 23, 1868, Arkansas and 
Mississippi were in the same military district." 


The discrepancy between the total registered voters certified by 
the army (2,167) and the total "legal voters" certified by George W. 
M. Reed (911) may possibly be accounted for by the fact that most ex- 
Confederate soldiers had not yet qualified as "legal voters" in 1868, 
by taking the oath of amnesty,and many other Confederate sympathizers 
did not take the trouble of getting their names onthe Circuit Clerk's 
list. But, they all voted. Washington County voted 1,124 to 569 
against the radical Reconstruction constitution, although it was 
adopted by the State as a whole. There was no oppressive military 
rule in Washington County after the war, and my guess would be that 
the citizens voted in 1868 regardless of whether or not their names 
were on the Circuit Clerk's list. This, of course, is just a guess. 


Washington County cast 2,274 votes for Governor in the election of 
1860, and 1,916 votes for Governor in 1872. So the total of 2,167 
registered voters reported by the Fourth Military District in 1868 
seems about right. That makes George W. M. Reed's list of 911 "legal 
voters" in 1868 seem rather unimportant. Except, that these 911 cit- 
izens, by qualifying as "legal voters", left their names on the 
record, 


The numbers are as given in the original, The Clerk skipped certain 
numbers and duplicated others, Explanation is inserted where this 
occurred, FLASHBACK owes thanks to Margaret Smith Ross, editor of the 
Pulaski County Historical Review, who copied the list for us, Here 
are the names:

The Oakland cemetery is one of our county's newer and smaller burial 
grounds, Situated across from the Baptist Church in the Oakland com- 
munity, 4 miles northeast of Fayetteville, it commands a beautiful 
view for miles, It contains about one hundred graves.

Pettigrew Cemetery, Farmington 


In the middle of a field, one-half mile west of Farmington, is a 
small family graveyard ( it contains fewer than 50 burials ) that is 
well over a hundred years ald. It is the burial place of Pettigrews, 
Sniths and Allens -~ three families that were related by marriage. 
There have been no burials here for the last 50 years and the fallen 
gravestones indicate neglect, Yet here sleep some of the early comers 
to Washington County. 


A tall marble shaft, now fallen off its base, marks the last resting 
place of the patriarch of the Pettigrew clan and other early members 
of that family. They are:

The 
pillars at the entrance of the cemetery carry verses and biblical in- 
scriptions, and a marker that relates that one-half acre was donated 
for a cemetery by W. C. Smith in 1884, and one-half acre purchased in 
1929, Among the older burials in the Round Mountain cemetery are the 
following:

Mt.Zion Cemetery, near Hicks 


This century-old burying ground 2 miles south of Sulphur City con- 
tains a great many fieldstone markers without inscription, and also 
some good examples of the early grave-stone maker's art. A number of 
graves are covered with massive stone slabs that bear names or initials 
(J.H.M., J.T.S., Hill, W.H.L.Cross, etc.) but no dates. There are also 
several old burial vaults of the 1860's, 


On the Jones family lot is an interesting contrast in tombstones. 
The pioneer, Rev. Riley Jones (1805-1889) and his wife Nancy (1805) 
1883) have elaborate marble monuments. Their children, who preceded 
them in death by more than a quarter century,have the quaint sandstone 
markers of the 1860!s with arched top. The children of Riley and Nancy 
Jones are: Eliza T. Jones (1830-1861), Absalom B. Jones (1835-1862), 
and J. C. Jones (1851-1872), "husband of Matilda E., daughter of G. W.

It is on a knoll overlook- 
ing the West Fork of White River, Traces of the old wagon road along 
the ridge, once the highway to Fayetteville, can still be seen, Both 
the Holt and Hester cemeteries were once on the road, but are now in 
the middle of large fields,

Sharp Cemetery 


This century-old burying ground occupies a beautiful site on a moun- 
taintop, 5 miles southeast of Prairie Grove, It is literally at the 
end of the road, The graves are laid out in perfect alignment and the 
cemetery is newly-fenced and well-kept, It is named for the pioneer 
Sharp family, of whom the following have inscribed tombstones. (There 
are also many fieldstone markers, )

General Jo Shelby: Undefeated Rebel 


dn account of the battles of Cane Hill and Prairie Grove appears in 
the book, "General Jo Shelby: Undefeated Rebel", just published by the 
University of North Carolina Press, The author is Daniel O'Flaherty. 


This is a fast-paced story of Shelby -- from cradle to grave, The 
Kansas City Star called it "a sympathetic treatment", which it is. But 
it is hard not to be sympathetic with the South's No.2 cavalry general 
(O'Flaherty calls him "the Jeb Stuart of the West"), who fought under 
all sorts of difficulties and against terrific odds. 


The book is documented by 532 references, but the backbone of the 
Shelby material is Edwards: "Shelby and His Men'', the old classic pub- 
lished shortly after the War, The late fllan li. Wilson, Fayetteville 
mayor and postmaster, always had a copy of Edwards! "Shelby" on his 
desk, As a matter of personal interest, it was ‘Allan Wilson who first 
introduced me to the romantic Confederate cavalry leader. 


Washington County readers will be particularly intcrested in Chapter 
13 of O'Flaherty's book, "Cane Hill", and Chapter 14, "Prairie Grove," 
Here's the opening paragraph of Chapter 13: 


"Shelby's exploit at Cane Hill first marked him as a Confederate 
cavalry commander who...was one of the most dangerous men the Federals 
had to deal with during the war. At Cane Hill Marmaduke's two brigades 
of cavalry -- two thirds of Hindman's mounted forces -- would have 
been routed and most of them captured if Colonel Shelby had not hit 
upon the idea, at the peak of the emergency, that a force of thirty 
companies,attacking in all directions, can cover a retreat much better 
than a single brigade which is badly outnumbered. Because Cane Hill is 
scarcely a pinpoint on the battle maps of the Civil War, Shelby's 
brilliant improvisation has been passed over and forgotten except by 
students of the cavalry and by Missouri historians, such as Moore and 
Edwards, who wrote in gasping admiration but with no meticulous regard 
for the historical facts which form the background of heroic deeds," 


This chapter also contains Edwards! well-known story about "Miss 
Susan McClellan, a fair rebel" who came into Shelby's camp "en dishab- 
ille" to inform him that "600 Federal cavalry had just passed her 
father's house" enroute to surprise the Confederates. (Pages 136-137) 


O'Flaherty's account of the battle of Prairie Grove (Chapter 13) 
follows the official reports pretty closely. However, he is a little 
weak in his geography -- distances, directions, roads, ctc,. For in- 
stance, on page 156: "Over toward Cane Hill dense columns of smoke at 
Rhea's Mill indicated that Blunt was moving north." Cane Hill and 
Rhea's Mill,of course, are in different directions from Prairie Grove. 


The author's literary embroidery makes the story of the battle of 
Prairie Grove more romantic but messes up the history, A few examples 
will show what I mean: 


"The areca between Van Buren and Fayetteville is crisscrossed with 
country roads as thick as blood vessels." The crossroads wren!'t there 
now and they weren't there then, The only crossroad that figured in 
the battle was the Cane Hill-~to-Hogeye road, 


"The line of battle (at Prairie Grove) was in the shape of a horse- 
shoe, conforming to the shape of the hill with the church on the 
summit, Around the spire of that country church were enacted scenes of 
horror sledom equaled on a battlefield on the fmerican continent, and 
not even exceeded by the most revolting of the suppressed details of 
the Death March of Bataan." Phe "hill" at Prairie Grove has_ no 
"summit" and the "country church" had no "spire", The analogy with 
Bataan is an unfortunate one, for every man at Prairie Grove had a gun 
in his hand and a fighting chance. 


"Gonfident and cocky, (Blunt's men) swilled down great quantities of 
the peach and apple brandy for which Washington County is famous," 
This was supposed to have happened at Cane Hill. The spirits of the 
Cumberland Presbyterians will resent this aspersion. And it's quite a 
feat to "swill down" Washington County apple-jack. 


O'Flaherty re-tells the incident at Prairie Grove when Shelby was 
rescued from imminent capture, by a headlong rush of some of his cav- 
alrymen, among them Alexander Franklin James,"better known in American 
folk history as Frank James, brother of Jesse; and Shelby would never 
forget the sight of his face as he rode with the rescue party that day 
on the Fayetteville road." This incident (from Edwards: "Shelby and 
His Men") is necessary to explain General Shelby's appearance as a 
character witness for Frank James in the latter's murder trial in 1883, 


In spite of all the legends that surround the names of Frank and 
Jesse James, I have argued that there is no documentary proof that 
Jesse James was ever in Washington County. However, O'Flaherty in his 
new book, quotes an interview with General Shelby that appeared in the 
Kansas City Journal in the spring of 1883, in which Shelby is quoted 
as saying: "A cavalry company under command of Dave Pool, among the 
most prominent members of which were Jesse and Frank James, were 
ordered to report to me at Prairie Grove in 1863...Captain Pool, under 
Quantrill, was on the left of our line, and seeing the situation, with 
the Jameses and the rest of the company, dashed to my relief, driving 
the enemy back and rescuing me," 


That definitely puts the James boys in Washington County in 1863. I 
am still unconvinced’ that they ever visited our county during their 
reignof outlawry in the 1870's and until Jesse's death in 1862, Only 
documentary evidence will convince me that the James boys ever return- 
ed to Arkansas after the War, 


While my chief interest is in Washington County, I must admit that 
Daniel O'Flaherty's book poses two provocative theses with which I am 
inclined to agree, They are as follows: 

1, That the military campaigns and battles west of the Mississippi 
River and the importance of the Trans-Mississippi Department to the 
Confederacy were grcatly under-rated; and 

2. That both the Confederate and Union armies west ofthe Mississippi 
River were commanded by inept generals (O'Flaherty excepts Shelby and 
Hindman), many of whom had been failures in the East.
